A LARGE MASS MEETING. 
K earney and O’D onnell Discuss the Labor 
Situation. 
San F rancisco, January 13th.—A tre­ 
mendous mass meeting was held in this 
city this afternoon to take action on the 
pro-Chinese attitude of the Examiner. Ad­ 
dresses were made by Dr. O’Donnell and 
Dennis Kearney, in which they severely 
scored the Examiner for its position. Kear­ 
ney openly charged the Examiner with hav­ 
ing been paid by the Chinese Six Compa­ 
nies for the publication of the pro-Chinese 
articles. Resolutions denouncing the Ex­ 
aminer were adopted. Following is their 
substance: 
W hereas, The Examiner of this city claims to 
be a Democratic paper, and pretends to be a 
friend of the working masses. Whereas, the 
Examiner, with the purpose of aiding C. H. 
Huntington and the New York Chamber of 
Commerce in their efforts to repeal the Exclu­ 
sion Act, has tor the flrst time sent to the East­ 
ern States false impressions that California is 
divided on the Chinese question; therefore 
Resolved, That we condemn the course of the 
teaminer in thus having proved itself a traitor 
to the working masses; that its statements as to 
the condition of affairs in this State in the m at­ 
ter of labor are false, and that it merits the con­ 
tempt shown for it since it became tne advocate 
of Chinese slave labor. 
Resolved, That we condemn the course of Sen­ 
ator Hearst in permitting his paper the Exom- 
misrepsent the feelings ot the masses in 
California on the Chinese question, and to cast 
insults upon the laborers of our State. 
Resolved, That from this time henceforth we 
cease to patronize the Examiner, because of its 
treachery not ouly to the working masses, but 
to all classes in California save monopolists, and 
because it has proved itself a dangerous enemy 
to the State. 
Resolved, That we petition the Legislature of 
this State to submit the question for or against 
Chinese immigration to the voters of California 
immediately after its adjournment, and that a 
petition for signatures be circulated for that 
pui pose. 
The following resolutions were also 
adopted: 
Whereas, George Hearst, C. P. Huntington, 
the New York Chamber of Commerce ana the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company have engaged 
ex-Govemoi Headly, of Ohio, as leading coun­ 
sel to appeal the case of Chae Chun Ping, who 
made a motion on the 8th of this month to have 
his case advanced on the United States Supreme 
Court calendar, and whereas, the State of Cali­ 
fornia is without counsel. 
Resolved, That we petition the Legislature of 
this State, now in session, to appoint as counsel 
lor the State Hon. John F. Swift and Hon, 
Stephen M. White, to look after the interests of 
the State, and that the necessary appropriation 
be made for their so doing. 


ASSAULTED IN TH E DARK . 
A Young Lady M urderously A ttacked by 
an Unknown Man 
C o lton, January 13th.— Miss Nellie 
Reche, a young lady who resides with her 
parents in Reche’s canyon, seven miles 
from this city, just after dark Saturday- 
night was severely stabbed by an unknown 
man. She had gone out in the yard, when 
a man suddenly confronted her, and with 
the remark, “ I have you now,” struck her 
with e knife, inflicting a dangerous wound 
across the chest, Miss Reche started tu 
run, and as she turned around received an­ 
other cut, this time on the arm. 
The wounded girl ran toward the house, 
and on reaching the doorway fell fainting 
across the threshold. He father and 
mother, hearing the noise, picked their 
daughter up and carried her to her room, 
but not until restoratives had been applied 
and Miss Reche had gained consciousness 
and told them of the murderous assault 
that had been made upon her did they no­ 
tice that she was bleeding. 
Physicians and officers were sum moned 
from the city. The doctors pronounce the 
wound serious, but not Decessarily fatal. 
The officers set to work searching for a 
clew to the villain, and Indian trailers have 
been obtained and placed on his trail. 
The whole community is aroused, and 
many citizens have joined in the search, 
which so far has proved unsuccessful.

BOARD OF SUPERVISOES. 
Business D one and Business Undone 
Including Som e Fanny Business. 
The Board of Supervisors resumed its 
session yesterday forenoon. A request of 
Senator Dray to withdraw a petition for the 
establishment of a new public highway on 
Andrus Island was granted. 
The Board sometime since employed En­ 
gineers C. E. Grunsky and L. F. Bassett to 
investigate the effects of the restraining dam 
in the Bear river near Dutch Flat, erected 
by the Liberty Hill Mining Company. 
Their reports were submitted, read and 
placed on file for future reference and 
action. A full synopsis of the reports ap­ 
pear in another column. 
A SMALL:SIZED CIRCUS. 
The dam business having been disposed 
of, the much talked of lopping off of sur­ 
plus deputies in county offices was entered 
upon, Supervisor Greer opening the prun­ 
ing business with the following resolution: 
Resolved, That the Clerk furnished and paid 
for by this Board of Supervisors of Sacramento 
county to the County Asssessor, at a salary of 
SlOO per month, be aud the same is hereby dis­ 
continued. 
Mr. Ross moved to amend the resolution 
so as to make it include the deputies in the 
offices of the District Attorney and the 
County Auditor. He thought the deputies 
in these offices were just as useless, just as 
expensive in the way of political ornaments 
and conld just as easily bedisposed of with­ 
out being missed, and their salaries saved, 
as that of the surplus deputy—McManus— 
in the Assessor’s office. He did not believe 
in making fish of one office and fowl of 
another. 
Mr. Bates was agreeable to Mr. Ross’ 
amendment and seconded it. 
He was 
willing to vote for all needed help in the 
county offices, but there should be a limit 
somewhere, and the proper limit was the 
point of necessity. These deputies were 
granted to the several offices npon the ex­ 
pectation, on the part of the Board that the 
employment would he temporary only and 
not be continued for a lifetime, but it 
seemed that when once in they had become 
regarded as permanent fixtures. 
President Tebbets called Mr. Ross to the 
chair while he took the floor and made a 
hot speech in opposition to the amendment. 
He was in favor of the original resolution, 
but he could see through the object of the 
amendment, which was to legislate Repub­ 
licans out and then, as soon as done, put 
Democrats in their places. He was aware 
of the scheme to put a Democrat iu the 
place of Deputy District Attorney Brown, 
but he would give fair notice that the plan 
would not work. They could declare the 
offices vacant, because the Democrats had 
a majority of the Board, but the falling of 
them again was another thing and they 
would find it out. 
The law leaves the ap"- 
pointing of deputies to the officers whom 
they are to render official assistance. The 
officers are Republicans, and thev would 
appoint who ever they wish, and the Board 
of Supervisors could not help themselves. 
Mr. Greer shook the political dust from 
his garments kicked up by Mr. Tebbets’ 
remarks. For himself, the chastigation did 
not hit him nor the remarks fit him. 
He had no candidate for any office. The 
matter was purely one of making a 
proper saving of the people’s money 
by cutting off a needless expenditure. He 
knew considerable about the duties of the 
Assessor's office. He knew perfectly well 
that there was no necessity for the ad­ 
ditional deputy at this season of the year. 
To permit the continuation of the deputy 
was therefore a piece of favoritism which 
the Supervisors had no right, in disregard 
of^the interests of the people, to do. 
A warm discussion continued for some 
time. Mr. Ross calling the President back 
to the chair two or three times, so that he 
himself should not be extinguished in the 
debate, by the honor of presiding, showered 
upon him. Pending the discussion, theDis- 
trict Attorney and other auditors addressed 
the Board, presenting their claims as to ne­ 
cessity of aid being accorded to their re­ 
spective headquarters. Finally- a vote on 
the amendment was reached, and, as all 
the members had voted in the affirmative, 
before tiie Chairman’s name was called, he 
completed the record and announced that 
the resolution, as amended, was adopted 
aud the depulyships in question were va­ 
cant. 
This condition of nakedness did not long 
continue, however, for by the time the vote 
was compjeled the District Attorney had 
an affidavit drawn in accordance with the 
statute, setting forth the overpressure of 
work in his office and the great need for a 
deputy to assist in taking care of the legal 
business of the dear people. Accompany­ 
ing the affidavit he also submitted a resolu­ 
tion authorizing the employment of an as­ 
sistant at $100 per month. Like the bash­ 
ful maiden at the supreme moment, the 
Board, after a very brief hesitation, said 
** ves!”—all except Mr. Black. 
By this time the Auditor had recovered 
himself and came forward smiling, and 
with affidavit of necessity, backed with a 
companion lesolution of authority to em­ 
ploy a deputy—just one, at a hundred dol­ 
lars a month, the Board commenced wrest­ 
ling again with the problem of uudoing it­ 
self. The Auditor made it forcibly plain 
that he must have another deputy or the 
work of the county would go to the bow­ 
wows—if not to some worse place. 
By this time the Board recalled the fact, 
which to the public has long been appar­ 
ent, that if there was any of the county 
offices which needs additional clerical help, 
it was the County Clerk’s, and this seemed 
to be the unanimous expression of the 
Board. 
The declaration was therefore 
made that if the Auditor had an extra man 
the County Clerk should also, so after a 
proper amount of consideration and causes 
therefor, an additional clerk was allowed 
to each office at $100 per month. 
At this juncture the County Assessor pnt 
in an appearance, which reminded that his 
office was the only one not cared for. He 
therefore made affidavit of the urgent 
necessity for an additional appointee—the 
restoration of the clerk—at which the origi­ 
nal resolution was aimed, and who was the 
only one now shiveriDg in the political 
cold of the outside—and with the regula­ 
tion resolution that had just served such 
good purpose for the other offices, asked 
lietmission to employ an extra deputy at 
$100 per month. 
It was no use, however, for the majority 
of the Board, while expressing willingness 
to grant additional help at the season of 
the year when the work ot the Assessor’s 
office might require it, were stout in their 
belief and declarations that the present was 
not that time of year, and hence the re­ 
quest was denied, the vote standing : Ayes 
—Ross and Black. Noes—Greer, Bates and 
Tebbets. 
In this connection it should be stated 
that Mr. Greer opposed and voted against 
granting deputies to either the Auditor or 
County Clerk. 
The voting out and voting in again 
forcibly reminded of that eloquent patriotic 
couplet: 
“The King of France went up the hill 
With twenty thousand men ; 
The King ot France came down the hill 
And never" lost a man. 
OTHER MATTERS. 
SnpervisorsGreer and Ross—to whom had 
been referred the petition of George Duden 
and others, asking to have the boundary 
lines of Road District No. 10 changed so as 
to conform to the boundary line of Pre­ 
cinct No. 5—lecommended that the prayer 
of petitioners be granted. 
A remonstrance was presenled signed by 
thirty-one residents of the district, protest­ 
ing against the change. 
Sheriff McMullen appeared in favor of 
the remonstrance. 
On motion of Mr. 
Bates, action was postponed to the next 
meeting of the Board. 
Supervisor Greer introduced the follow­ 
ing resolution : 
Resolved, That front nnd after January 12,1S89, 
no member of the Board of Supervisors will be 
allowed to contract a debt to exceed S100 in any 
one month without first obtaining the consent 
of the Chairmau and a majority of the members 
of said Board. 
Adopted, with full vote of Board, less 
that of the Chairman. 
Supervisor Greer offered the following: 
Resolved, That on and after January 12.1889, 
smoking will be prohibited within the has of 
the Board of Supervisors. 
Adopted by the votes of Greer, Bat.« and 
Black. 
The Board decided to have the ’janitor of 
the Hall of Records sleep in the 'ouilding to 
watch the Treasurer’s office, ar,ff an appro­ 
priation for parchase of sleep ing materials 
and gun was made. 
' 
The Board then adjourned to 2 p. m. to­ 
day.

TH E INAUGURATION. 
Grand Arm y Posts May Take Part If 
They D esire. 
W ashington. January 13th.— General 
Wm. Warren, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, having been 
urged by General Rosecrans and Charles P. 
Lincoln, Commander of the Grand Army 
of Republic, Department ot the Potomac, 
to take official action looking to the Grand 
Army taking part in the inauguration cer­ 
emonies and parades, has written a letter 
in which he says: “That it is proper for 
members of the Grand Army cf the Re­ 
public, either as individuals, posts or de­ 
partments, to participate in the inaugura- 
guration ceremonies, no one will question 
It is a time,” he says, “when partisan and 
sectarianism disappear; a time when citi­ 
zens of the republic meet on a common 
plane, having bnt one country, one flag 
and one destiny." 
The Commander-in-Chief will secure a 
place in 'he line of march for all Grand 
Army of the Republic posts that attend the 
inauguration. 
He says it is left to the de­ 
termination of comrades whether or not 
they will take pait in the ceremonies. 


THE SAHOAN TROUBLE. 
Couaul-Geueral Sew a! I’m Testim ony B e­ 
fore the Senate Com m ittee. 
W ashington, January 13th.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations continued 
yesterday the examination of Consul-Gen­ 
eral Sewall, of Samoa, concerning the con­ 
dition of affairs in the islands of that 
group. It was continued on the lines laid 
down Friday, but went more largely into 
the relations of the several Governments 
interested in the maintenance of the orderly 
condition of the aflairs on the island, anil 
therefore was more confidential in its na­ 
ture.The substance of Sewall’s statement, 
which reviewed in great length the events 
of the last few years and up to the present 
time, did not refer to any action on the 
part of the representatives of the United 
States, hut to the fomentation by interested 
foreigners of native dissensions and to the 
desire exhibited in a marked degree by 
those in charge of local German interests 
to obtain personal and commercial ad­ 
vantages and political supremacy. 
Mr. Sewall has been requested to remain 
over and appear before the committee again 
on Monday. 


THE SITUATION AT PANAM A. 
An Im pression That Trouble May Arise 
A m ong W orkm en. 
W ashington, January 13th.—There is an 
impression among naval officers that there 
will be an outbreak on the isthmus. There 
are 15,000 men employed on the Panama 
canal, and the cessation of work is apt to 
be followed by a riot. Under the existing 
treaty this country is required to keep 
transit open on the isthmus, and in the 
event of hostilities there will be need of 
United States vessels at Aspinwall and 
Panama. The Atlanta, which is now at 
New York, has been ordered to prepare for 
sea, and will leave for Aspinwall on Thurs­ 
day. The ship will be temporarily attached 
to the North Atlantic squadron," prior to 
making a trip around the world. The 
Galena is in the West Indies and the 
Ossipee is expected daily at Aspinwall. 
The Trenton is at Panama, but is expected 
to proceed to Samoa, and the only other 
vessels available are the Monocacy and 
Vandalia, now at the Mare Island navy 
yard. 
MATTERS BEFORE CONGRESS. 
A Probability Tbat M uch Business W ll) 
-Be Disposed of. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 13th.—I f Weaver 
maintains his agreement not to filibuster 
until after his Okalahoma bill is given a 
chance on Monday the 21st inst., considera­ 
ble business will he transacted in the 
House this week. To-morrow the House 
will probably decide to consider the fortifi­ 
cations appropriation bill, although the 
friends of the river and harbor bill are 
anxious to pass that measure. Tuesdav is 
special day to consider the omnibus bill for 
admission of Territories as States, but the 
sundry civil bill will be settled up by Ran­ 
dall Tuesday, if the fortitieations’bill" is out 
of the way. On Thursday the Small-Eliott 
election case will be laid before the House. 
Two days’ time will probably be required 
to dispose of it. 
The Senate has agreed to take a final vote 
on the tariff bill a week from next Tuesday, 
and the entire time will be consumed this 
week in discussing wool, sugar and lum­ 
ber, offering ot amendments and perfecting 
the bill. 
LAND MATTERS. 
Secretary Vilag D eterm ines the Bights of 
Settlers. 
W ashin^ on, January 13th.—In the land 
case of John M. Smith vs. the Central Pa­ 
cific Railway, involving the right to a quar­ 
ter section of land in the Sacramento Land 
District, Secretary Vilas to-day reversed the 
decision of the Land Commissioner in hold­ 
ing for cancellation the company’s listing 
for said tract, and directs that Smith be 
allowed one-half of the tract and the com­ 
pany the remainder. 
In the case of the Northern Pacific vs. 
William F. Yantis, involving a tract of 
land in th; Olympia Land District, W. T„ 
the Secretary affirms the decision of the 
Land Commissioner that the tract does not 
come within the grant to said company, 
and directs that Yantis be allowed to fulfill 
his additional homestead entry to it. 


THE TA RIFF ON WOOL. 
Testim ony Taken Before the Senate Com­ 
m ittee on Finance. 
W ashington, January 13th.—Yesterday 
morning the Senate Committee on Finance 
heard a delegation from the National 
Wool-Growers’ Association. The delega­ 
tion includes J. H. Kirkpatrick, of Califor­ 
nia. The principal address was made by 
Judge Lawrence, of Ohio, who spoke in 
support of the incorporation into the tariff 
bill of the wool schedule prepared by the 
committee of the Association. Nearly all 
the delegation took part in the hearing. 
President Harpster insisted upon the com­ 
mittee recognizing President Cleveland, 
who made the issue of free wool in the re­ 
cent election, which the wool men had 
won. The Senate will consider the sched­ 
ule next week, but it is not deemed pro­ 
bable that any material change wilt be 
recommended by the committee. 


UTAH’S ADMISSION. 
A l’lea From the M ormons to be Ad- 
iDltted In to the Union. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 13th.—Two dele­ 
gations of people from Utah, one favoring, 
the other opposing the admission of the 
Territory as a State, appeared before the 
House Committee on Territories Saturday. 
F. S. Richards of the Mormon delegation 
favoring the admission of toe Territory, 
said that since the passage of the Act of 
1882 there have oaiy been ten convictions 
for plural marriages. The other convic­ 
tions were all in cases where the marriage 
had occurred prior to the passage of the 
law. He accused Governor West of hav­ 
ing misrepresented the position and inten­ 
tions of the Mormon inhabitants of Utah 
and of perverting the facts generally in the 
interest of the Gentiles.

CABINET GOSSIP. 
Virginia Republicans Pressing M a hone 
for a Cabinet Place. 
I n p t.w a p o l is , January 13th.—Yesterday 
was Virginia day with the President-elect, 
his principal visitors being a large delega­ 
tion of prominent Republicans from ten 
Congressional districts in Virginia, who 
came here to urge the appointment of Gen­ 
eral William Mahone to a place iu the 
Cabinet. They came as a delegation ap­ 
pointed by the Republican Committee of 
Virginia, at its meeting December 13th, to 
convey to the President-elect certain reso­ 
lutions adopted at tbat meeting in the 
interest of the appointment of Geuerai Ma­ 
hone. 
They also brought a memorial 
signed by the Republican membeis-eleet of 
the Virginia Legislature to the same effect. 
General Harrison received the delegation 
in the back parlor. 
In his address to the President-elect. Mr. 
Craig said they asked the appointment of 
General Mahone to the Cabinet because that 
was the almost unanimous decision of the 
party in Virginia. He made a strong argu­ 
ment to show that if the South was to have 
a place in the Cabinet, Virginia should get 
it. and in that event Mahone should be 
recognized. He said all the efforts to break 
the solid South had failed, and in fact the 
Republican organisation in Virginia was 
abandoned, till iu 1879 Mahone led the 
liberal movement whereby over 50U00 ex­ 
Confederate: and their sons united with 
the faithful band of Republicans. As to 
the opposition against General Mahone in 
Virginia, it practically amounted to noth­ 
ing.Several other members made talks for 
Mahone. General Harrison was an atten­ 
tive listener, and after cordially welcoming 
the visitors and expressing" pleasure at 
meeting them, he bneflv stated in substance 
that the matter presented should receive 
his careful consideration. 
The Virginians expressed themselves as 
greatly pleased with tbeir visit, and espe 
ciallv their cordial reception by General 
Harrison. 
PRESIDENT-ELECT HARRISON. 
D elegations Interview ing Him in the In­ 
terest o f Office-Seekers. 
Indianapolis, January 13 h. — Among 
the callers on General Harrison to-day was 
ex-Congressman John S. Wise, late of Vir­ 
ginia but now of New York. His visit was 
unexpected, but General Harrison gave 
him a Virginia welcome and invited him 
to lunch, a mid-day meal, over which the 
General and his guest spent half an hour in 
private conversation. What passed between 
them can only be judged from an interview 
had with Mr. Wise, on his return from 
General Harrison’s, to an Associated Press 
correspondent. Wise declared bis visit had 
no political significance, but that he had a 
lawsuit at Akron, Ohio, and ran over 
to see General Harrison on Sunday.

that 
the 
visit of twenty-two prominent Vir­ 
ginians in the interest of General Ma­ 
hone furnished motive for his visit, but in 
the course of his conversation he inveighed 
against the celebrated little General with 
all his old-time fire, declaring it would be 
disastrous to the Republican partv in the 
South to put General Mahone in the Cabi • 
net. When asked whether he made such 
declarations to the President-elect, he de­ 
clined to state whatpas3ed in their conver­ 
sation. He vehemently proclaimed that 
Mahone lost the vote of Virginia to Gen­ 
eral Harrison in the late election. Some 
of the Mahoneites, when here, stated that 
Wise had agreed to keep his hands off’ in 
their efforts to obtain a Cabinet position for 
General Mahone. Wise did not corroborate 
this, but emphaticallv denied that he agreed 
to keep his hands off. He left for Akron 
this evening. 
Another distinguished visitor who ar­ 
rived is John F. Plummer, a well-known 
New York merchant. President of the 
Harrison and Morton Dry Goods Club of 
New York, and Vice-President of the Union 
League Club. He will be joined late to­ 
night by Hon. W arner Bateman of New 
York, and it is understood will urge Cabi­ 
net recognition for ex-Senator Warner 
Miller. 
Another party of New Y'orkers are en 
route from Canajourie. with State Senator 
W. G. Arkell at their head. It is under­ 
stood this party comes to urge the case of 
ex-Senator Platt, and that they are in favor 
of some third man from New York iu case 
the President-elect cannot honor Platt.

I! is passing strange that while it is con­ 
tended on ail sides and by ths best author- 
tics that the raisins prodnaed in Solan» 
county are superior to those grown in any 
ether past of the Stale, nci-excepting the 
famous Malaga district of Fresno eounty, 
that a greater acreage is not set to that 
important industry. There are only one 
or two vineyards of any note in northern 
Solano, although the soil is admirably 
adaptad lo raisin-growitg. Dr. IVells, the 
pioneer raisin-grower of Solano county, 
planted his first vines on a small tract of 
land that he could not utilize for any other 
purpose, and even new his justly fatuous 
Museatelle vineyard zovers but a few acres 
of ground, but the doctor realizes more 
from his raisins each year than from the 
remainder of his iarge iarm, which is 
planted to cereals.

NEW YORK A PPRA ISER’S OFFICE 
Secretary Fairchild Personally Investigat­ 
ing the Frauds. 
N ew Y o rk , January 12tb.—The fraudsin 
the Appraiser's Office are even more exten­ 
sive than at first supposed. Secretary Fair­ 
child is on here to investigate the matter 
personally. The “ shower” has began and 
the names of Assistant Appraiser Sturgis 
and Examiner Hammill, of the tobacco 
division, and Examiner Bardwell, of the 
wool division, were all sent to Washington 
for removal from office. 
Stnrgis and Hammill will be removed 
because of frauds in the importation of 
Sumatra tobacco, which ought to have paid 
75 cents a pound duty, but was permitted 
to be released upon a"valuation of only 35. 
cents. 
Bardwell goes because, under his admin­ 
istration, wool noils, which ought to have 
paid lO’cents per pound, were admitted at 
an under-valuation by which certain lucky 
importers got them through at just half 
that rata: 
Another discovery made is that Appraiser 
McMullin’s signature to important invoices, 
instead of being personally made, was 
stamped with a rubber stamp used cy any­ 
body in the office. In two cases the matter 
is made eveD worse by the allegation of a 
special agent that the pretended signatures 
on two of the invoices in question are dated 
after Appraiser McMullin had been re­ 
moved from office by Secretary Fairchild’s 
orders. This discovery is most important 
and is the gravest reflection upon Mc-

the building of a commonwealth general 
education is, until since the discussion of 
the propriety of making an exhibition 
illustrative of California, in London, in 
search of a market for California products, 
It is the first instinct of a low intelligence 
to say no to this proposition ; moreover, it 
is the first instinct of a high intelligence 
to say yes. 
The San Francisco Alta is 
doing a splendid work in favor of the 
L-ndon Exhibition. 
Its editor and pro­ 
prietors understand enough of the rela­ 
tions which must forever subsist between 
enterprise and success to give full and 
ready support to an undertaking which is 
fraught with so much promise of good to 
thi- people. 
Ignorance at once responds 
in the negative, because ignorance lias 
always responded in just that way. When 
the free school system of America was 
established, and the people were to be 
taxed for education, there were those to 
declare that the] system would lie by far 
too costly, but for every dollar expended 
in the education of the masses, there is 
$100, even, in time, $1,000 returned to the 
public treasury. 
The greatest ¡«ossible 
source of wealth to a people is in their 
productive capacity. 
The founder of the 
Leland Stanford Jr. University perceives 
this so clearly that he has often said, 
“ V* idely extend among men the capacity 
for self-help, and you eliminate poverty.’’ 
Exceptions may exist, but a common­ 
wealth is rich in proportion as its people 
have an intelligent perception of its phys­ 
ical, material and commercial wants. 
l’he Alta is showing conclusively that 
the issue between those in .favor of and 
those opposed to an exhibition in search 
of a market, is one between making lands 
in California worth $250 an acre for fruit 
uses as against $40 and $50 an acre for tiie 
growing wheat. This is the direct issue. 
Land here is not worth more than land 
in Iowa, unless the higher climatic ad­ 
vantages of the State are made available 
It is in the higher use of land only that 
the high valuation lies. 
For purposes of 
growing wheat or raising stock, the lands 
of 
California 
are 
worth 
but 
little 
more 
than 
$40 
to 
$50 
an 
acre. 
IN hen they acquire a higher valuation 
than this, that is to say, a valuation that 
w ill be maintained, one year with another, 
and independent of boom movements, they 
a quire it solely on their capacity to pro­ 
duce articles which will make the yield 
per acre in money greater than those of 
the temperate zone. G ive California a 
market for her products and she will at 
once become the richest country in the 
world. 
Give her a market for her wines, 
her dried and her canned fruits, and every 
acre of land capable of producing these 
things will take on a price which these 
productions will permit and justify. When 
the question is asked, therefore, “Can the 
State afford to do this?” the answer be­ 
comes at once apparent that it can; that the 
State is too poor not to support the State 
Agricultural Society and the District Agri­ 
cultural Societies* and the Public School 
system. 
There are expenditures which 
individuals and commonwealths cannot 
an >rd to withhold, Is?cause, as the Script­ 
ure states the case, “There is a withhold­ 
ing that leads to poverty.” 
The State cannot afford to withhold any 
economical expenditure which makes a 
market for that class of products which 
will enrich the producer, and at the same 
time adds value to every acre of realty in 
the commonwealth. 
California is in a 
crisis to-day. 
A very high price has been 
placed upon the lauds of the State, upon 
the theory that under favorable climatic 
conditions they are capable of lreing de­ 
voted to more valuable products than the 
w cat and oorn of the temperate zone. A 
high price for land cannot long l>e main­ 
tained in any country on the theory that 
it may in future he devoted to profitable 
horticulture. 
If the present session of the 
Legislature adjourns without setting on 
foot this liest devised of all instrumentali­ 
ties for the creation of a market for the 
cured and canned fruits of California, the 
realty of this State will have suffered a 
serious decline liefore another biennial 
Legislature will lie able to remedv the 
fatal mistake. 
I pon this issue we are pre­ 
pared to go to the country, and Irehind the 
party and the men, who in this great 
emergency prove that they are for Califor­ 
nia and its higher interests, we are rearlv 
to do battle in anv field. 


THE NATION SHAMED. 


Consul-General Sewall, of the .Samoan 
Islands, has for two days past lieen before 
the United States S.-nate Committee on 
Foreign Relations explaining the Samoan 
entanglement. 
According to this bright 
and patriotic young Maine lawyer, whom 
Mr. llayard sent out to displace Consul 
Greetiebaum for raising the American flag 
in temporary protection over the Samoan 
G veminent from German assault, Mr 
Grteuebauru did precisely the right thing, 
and iie, General Sewall. would have done 
the same. 
The dispatches, meager as they 
are, make it jierfeclly clear that while 
General Sewall is an appointee of the 
Administration he is too patriotic a man 
and true American to make any excuse for 
the shameful red-tape bungling of the 
State Department. 
He testified, say the 
advices yesterday, that while the German 
Government was negotiating with the 
I nitod States and the British Government 
through anaooreditedcoDimissiou, in Wash­ 
ington, on the plea of wishing to reach a 
harmonious agreement on the islands, the 
Germun fleet was then actually en route 
to Samoa to dejarse the King and take 
possession of the country, all which was 
done, practically. 
The State Department 
was aware of this outrageous breach of in­ 
ternational courtesy, but declined to inter­ 
fere or take steps to resent the affront put 
upon the United States, says Mr. Sewall 
H e also testified to repeated acts of aggres 
eion and outrage committed by Germans 
lqion American citizens on the islands, and 
Said that notwithstanding the attention of 
the State Department had been repeatedly 
called to these matters, no active steps to 
obtain relief had been taken. 
In the face 
of such testimony what American is there 
who loves his country, whose cheeks do 
jaol tingle with the blush of shame, and 
who does not hunger for the hour wlicu 


Benjamin Harrison shall be seated as 
President, in the hope that then, and im ­ 
mediately, an American policy will be 
adopted that will command respect for our 
flag abroad. 


AN UNJUSTIFIABLE ASSAULT. 


The San Francisco Argonaut assails the 
London Exhibition proposition in the 
most unworthy and unpardonable spirit— 
by impugning the motives of those who 
have been active in promoting it. 
The 
Argonaut discloses its lamentable ignorance 
of the proposition and its underlying and 
beneficent purposes. 
It could scarcely 
more clear lv show, than it does, that it 
wholly misconceives the entire scheme of 
the proposed exhibition, which, so far 
from being original, but avails of the expe­ 
rience of other countries which have taken 
the question out of the experimental 
realm. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the San Francisco journal should treat the 
matter from the narrowest conceptions of 
it possible; from a purely selfish point of 
view. 
In declaring that if dealers in Cali­ 
fornia products desire an enlarged market 
abroad, they should trust to the capacity 
of 
their “drummers,” the journal loses 
sight 
wholly 
of 
the 
producer 
and 
his 
interest 
in 
the 
world’s 
markets 
which 
relation 
is 
the 
center 
and 
pith 
of the 
whole 
matter. 
In 
the 
suggestion made that “ a job” may under­ 
lie the scheme, and that if so it is one to 
forward vulgar and selfish ends, the Argo­ 
naut discloses a disposition to take the 
lower 
levels 
of 
debate, 
unworthv of 
itself, and that 
are justified 
only by 
those incapable of conceiving of genuine 
public spirit and a zealous desire to serve 
one’s country and State for their country’s 
good only. 
NVe are justified in saying 
that those most active in promoting the 
laudable scheme could not be induced, un­ 
der any circumstances, to reoeive a dollar 
or any thing of value from the State of 
California or any association of citizens 
for any service rendered in that relation, 
or any appertaining to it. 
The Argonauh 
by informing itself in regard to this mat­ 
ter, will discover that there are not a few 
men whose pride in their State, and whose 
convictions concerning the right use of 
hard-earned wealth, lead them to labor in 
furtherance of her interests from the purest 
and most unselfish of motives, and without 
any other incentive than the promptings of 
public spirit. 


T h e Frankfurter Zeitung, reflecting Ger­ 
man opinion on the other side of the 
water—according to yesterday’s dispatches 
—says the American Commander of the 
United States gunboat at the Samoan 
Islands ought to be rebuked for encourag­ 
ing the Mataafa rebels. 
But the fact is 
that Mataafa is not a rebel. 
H e is the 
lawful King, while Tamesese is the rebel 
whom the Germans pulled out of the 
“ bush” and seated on the throne amidst 
the] loudly-voiced protests of all Apians 
that he was not their rightful ruler, while 
at the same time a German man-of-war 
was sailing out of the harbor with King 
Malietoa on board a prisoner and an exile 
under decree, not of his people, but of a 
German Consul and the commander of a 
German fleet. 
Mataafa is brother to 
M alietoa; 
he succeeded in establishing 
himself 
and ousting 
Tamesese. 
The 
“ House” he represents is the only one the 
United States Government has treated 
with. That “House” the American,English, 
French and German Consuls 
formally 
recognized in 1886. 
It is the “ House” 
that gave us the harbor of Pango Pango, 
and in every treaty we have made with 
Samoa the Malietoan line is recognized 
Recently German warships supplied Tam­ 
esese with guns and ammunition and other 
supplies, and he succeeded iu driving 
Mataafa out of Apia, and now forsooth 
German papers tell us that in consequence 
the Mataafans are rebels! 


SAW DUST A M ) FISH . 


T he F o rm e r Should 
be K e p t O ut ol 
S tream s to P re se rv e th e L a tter. 
This subject has just been brought to the 
attention of the Legislature of California 
by the Governor’s message. 
The follow­ 
ing from the last issue of Forest and Stream 
shows the necessity of action in the mat­ 
ter : 
In my opinion the famous Mill brook, 
of Plaiufield, Mass., which has a record of 
a century as the finest trout water in the 
Hampshire hills, supplies those very con­ 
ditions and 
corroborative 
data "which 
“ Piscator” declares are essential to deter­ 
mine what pernicious effect the presence 
of sawdust has upon the deuizeus of mill 
streams. 
Here is a water-power which 
carried no less than thirteen manufactories 
fifty years ago. 
These included a tannery, 
a sawmill and factories for making brush 
and broom handles, whipstocks and cheese 
and 
butter boxes, all discharging more 
or less sawdust and shavings into the 
streams, to say nothing of three satinet 
factories and a felt-liat factory, whose 
waste must have been deleterious to fish 
life. 
Most of these buildings have since 
been destroyed hv fire or tumbled into 
pieces by decay, but the old foundation 
walls and dams remain, and untold tons 
of 
tanbark 
and 
sawdust still 
cover 
the beds of the abandoned mill ponds knee 
deep, all of it in a perfect state of preser­ 
vation, as 1 happen to know from wading 
the stream last summer. 
Nevertheless, 
the brook continues fairly stocked with 
small trout, despite the supplementary fact 
that it has been unmercifully fished" ever 
since the memorial days of the “Mountain 
Miller,” fifty tingerlings being not unnsual 
now for a day’s catch. 
Besides, at no tim e 
within my recollection have there been 
less than three sawdust-producing mills on 
this stream at once, so that it may be as­ 
serted that its waters have not been nor­ 
mally clear for a century. Where the cur­ 
rent is rapid and the water broken by 
ledges or bowlders the presence of sawdust 
is scarcely perceptible, but at mill-tails, 
and in the basins above the dams, it ac­ 
cumulates in quantity and remaias, be­ 
coming water-soaked and sinking to the 
bottom. 
Obviously in localities where the en­ 
tire bottom is imbedded bv sawdust, fish 
can neither spawn nor feed ; but it hap­ 
pens that such de|>osits do not form od 
their breeding places, nor is the area of 
their foraging ground appreciably dimin­ 
ished by their presence. 
Even in the 
half-emptied and useless fronds, the cur­ 
rent constantly scours out a central chan­ 
nel through the sawdust, leaving the bot­ 
tom clear and pebbly; so that, in fact, 
these local beds are of no more detriment 
to the iisli than so many submerged logs. 
The tiout can range far and wide without 
encountering them at all. 
Yet, strange to 
say—that is, it must seem strange to those 
j>ersons who take it for granted that saw­ 
dust kills fish—the most likely places for 
the larger trout 
are 
these 
self-same 
pebbly 
channels 
in 
the 
old 
ponds, 
along whose edges, despite a hundred 
freshets and ice-shoves, the persistent saw­ 
dust aud tanbark lie in windrows so deep 
that the wa’der feels as it he was going to 
sink out of sight whenever he puls his foot 
into the yielding mass, every movement of 
which stirs up a broadening efflorescence 
which spreads for rods away, distributing 
itself throughout the stream. 
From these 
sawdust beds i can always fish out three 
or four good trout with a cautious fly, and 
at certain times the surface is fairly 
dimpled with breaking fish, which pre­ 
sumably are after larvte and insects which 
the sawdust has harbored, though careful 
investigation might discover other induce­ 
ments for their congregating there.—Forest 
anil Stream.

A DAM NUISANCE. 


Kng in se n G ronsky and Bassett M ake 
Their Reports, 
The Board of Supervisors of Sacramento 
county are looking out for the rivers. Ou 
Saturday, City Engineer Bassett, who had 
been sent out on a reconnoitering expedi­ 
tion, made his report to the Board, in 
which he said: "Pursuant to the instruc­ 
tions of the Chairman of your Board, íd 
company with C. E. Grunsky, C. E., on the 
29th of last month I made an examination 
of the dam built in Bear river, near to and 
about opposite the town of Dutch Flat, 
Placer county, by the Liberty H ill Consoli­ 
dated Mining and Water Company, in the 
latter part of the year 1885, for the purpose 
of restraining the"mining debris discharged 
from said mine. 
“ I found the dam to be substantially in­ 
tact, and about in the same condition as 
described in an affidavit in relation thereto 
by me o p the 9th of January, 1886, a copy 
of which is hereto attached. The dam has 
been raised perhaps a foot in hight (not to 
exceed one foot) in some places, and cov­ 
ered with a layer of large cobble stones and 
small bowlders on top. This work, how­ 
ever, has not appreciably increased the 
streugth of the dam or lessened its liabil­ 
ity to destruction in the ways indicated in 
the affidavit hereto appended. 
“ The utility of the dam, as a work for 
restraining the flow of mining debris, I 
found to be practically at an end, as the 
reservoir, caused by the construction of the 
dam, is filled with mining debris to a level 
with the outlet or bottom of the waste way. 
In fact, very coarse sand conld be seen roll­ 
ing along in the bottom of the water flow­ 
ing through the waste way and being dis­ 
charged into the river below the dam, and 
this notwithstanding the fact that the vol­ 
ume of water flowing at the time was 
small—in fact, a minimum winter dis­ 
charge. 
During time of storms, with a 
large volume of water flowing through the 
waste way, there must necessarily be a 
large discharge of the old mining tailings 
lodged in the canyon above the dam, 
through the waste way. 
“ At the time this dam was constructed it 
was represented that the reservoir capacity 
created thereby would be sufficient to hold 
the tailings from the Liberty Hill mine for 
a long period—one engineer estimating the 
time at eight years' continuous running of 
the mine, and another at twenty years. 
The mine was operated only a few weeks 
after the dam was constructed; but three 
years has elapsed siDce that time, and yet 
the dam is already filled'to overflowing— 
the washing-down of the old tailings lodged 
in the canyons during the operating of the 
mine in the years preceding the construc­ 
tion of the dam, having alone been suffi­ 
cient to effect that result. Had the mine 
continued in operation the complete filling 
of the reservoir would undoubtedly have 
resulted iu a few months, as the tendency 
for the filling is to take place back from the 
dam nearly on a level, alter which only the 
coarser portions of the mining debris is re­ 
strained.” 


g r u n s k y ’s o p i n i o n . 
C. E. Grunsky, who made the examina­ 
tion with Mr. Bassett in the capacity of an 
engineer expert, says: “ The dam referred to 
is in the main a structure built of broken 
rock, cobbles, gravel 
and sand matted 
together with branches. It appears to rest 
on a cobble and gravel bed, and abuts on 
the right bank against a solid ledge or point 
of rock through which the waste-way has 
been cut. On the west bank it rests against 
the dump of the Polar Bear mine. A large 
part of the material used in the construc­ 
tion of the dam was taken from the dump. 
The dam is 24 feet in height above the 
river bed. 
“ The waste-way in the right bank of the 
river around the end of the dam is cut 
through a narrow, rocky point to a depth 
of 10 to 11 feet below the crest height of 
the dam. It has a width of about 40 teet 
aud its length on the bottom aoout 100 
feet. The beds and sides of this waste-way 
are the natural rock. 
“ The bottom of the waste-way at its lower 
end showed signs of some erosion pre­ 
ceding the time of my visit in 1886, and 
very iiule from that time to this. 
“ At ’.he time of my last examination, but 
little over a week ago, the condition of the 
dam was practically unchanged, but to the 
hight of the bottom of the wasteway its 
capacity for the storage of debris is already 
exhausted; very little water was percu- 
lating through the dam. The water ap­ 
proaching it flowed in a channel near the 
right bank of the river, is cut slightly into 
the slimy ooze and sand forming the most 
recent and uppermost layers of the deposit 
above the dam. Sand was being carried 
through the wasteway by the water of the 
river. The river was flowing about 80 to 
100 cubic feet of water per second. 
“ A row of alder trees had been plaDted in 
the upper face of the dam from bank to 
bank, at about the hight of the lop of the 
deposit. They have grown thriftily, some 
ot the largest having diameters of about 
two inches at the ground. 
“ By reason of the deposit of material 
above the dam and the decrease of the vol­ 
ume of water flowing through it, the 
structure now appeals more permanent 
than when I first saw it, nearly three vears 
ago. 
It cannot, however, be regarded"as a 
structure which, for all time, will prevent 
the material now restrained by it from be- 
iug wasned down the river. Injury to it 
by the water flowing through the tunnel of 
the Polar Star mine is possible. If at any 
time it be overtopped by a rise of the river, 
which in my judgment is possible, it may­ 
be swept out completely.” 
The reports, which are sworn to, were 
placed on tile, and certified copies of each 
will be forwarded to the United States 
Debris Commission now sitting in San 
Francisco. 


T h e M evens M o n u m en t. 
The following communication is self- 
explanatory ; 


E d s. R e c o r d-U n io n : Certain statements 
published in San Francisco papers in re­ 
gard to the plans of the A. J. Stevens Me­ 
morial Association, have created some con­ 
fusion in the minds of both the Memorial 
and the Statue Associations. We desire, 
through vonr columns, to correct as far as 
possible these false impressions. 
The Associations are separate and dis­ 
tinct organizations, no one holding office 
in both; the funds are, therefore, in charge 
of different men. 
The monthly collections of the Statue 
Association (amounting at the end of six 
months to nearly $3,000) are deposited 
each month in D. O. Mills’ Bank, to be 
drawn only upon an order signed by three 
members of the Finance" Committee and 
counttrsigned by the President and Secre­ 
tary. As all of these officers are thoroughly 
committed to the object in view, not one 
dollar of the fund can or will be used ex­ 
cept for the erection of a statue of our late 
Master Mechanic in Sacramento. 
The Memorial Association will erect a 
monument over the grave of our honored 
dead. The Statue Association will erect a 
statue 
to his memory in Sacramento. 
Thus will the name of the working man's 
friend be perpetuated. 
Designs have been solicited for a statue 
of heroic size, with appropriate base and 
pedestal, on a basis of $5.000 for everything 
complete, including its erection in such 
place 
in 
Sacramento (presumably the 
Plaza) as mav be selected ; the figure to be 
of standard bronze, the pedestal of granite. 
These designs will be submitted on the 22d 
day of February next, and the contract let 
as soon thereafter as possible. 
A general feeling of ¡rood-will towards 
both Associations prevails among the em­ 
ployes, and the success of both is fully as­ 
sured.

E r ectin g W ood en B u ild in g» W ith in th e 
F ir e L im its. 
Sacramento’s sidewalks at best are no 
credit to the city. Why the Trustees allow 
them to be built up with offices and boot­ 
black stands, no one seems ready to an­ 
swer. Several boot-black stands in the 
city are complete frame bnildings, and as 
they are all within the fire limits, they are 
a direct violation of the ordinance. 
Last 
Monday the Board of Trustees declared a 
building on the sidewalk 
on 
Seventh 
street, between J and 
K, a nuisance 
and 
ordered it removed, hut it still 
remains and serves as an office for a 
transfer company. 
It is a snug little 
room, taking up some four feet in width of 
the sidewalk and a dozen or more in 
length. It is fitted up with windows, fur­ 
nished with desk and telephone, and a 
gold-lettered sign above the door informs 
the passer-by that here is the place to get 
your trunks handled. The neighbors in 
the vicinity did not like this new dodge, 
and not knowing where it would end, 
immediately laid the matter before the 
Trustees, with the result as above stated. 
It is said that these boot-blacks in many 
cases pay more for sidewalk privileges 
than rooms could be rented for on the 
main streets.

SACRAMENTO 
COUNTY. 


W hat the State M ineralogist, W m . Irelae, 
Says A bout It. 
SpeskiDg of Sacramento 
county, the 
State Mineralogist, Wm. Irelan, says: 
This county is Darned after the Sacra­ 
mento river, which, flowing along its west­ 
ern border, separates it from Solano and 
Yolo counties. 
Sacramento is a Spanish 
word, the orthography of which differs so 
little from the English that to one convers­ 
ant with the latter the meaniDg of the word 
is obvious. 
It would have been a graceful 
compliment to General Sutter had the 
name New Helvetia, given by him to the 
town laid oat by him on the site occupied 
by the present city of Sacramento, been 
conferred on the latter as well as on the 
county itself. 
Helvetia was the ancient, ah 
it is now, the classic name of Switzerland. 
Sutter’s native country, and, having him­ 
self thus honored it, we might have re­ 
tained somewhere in our geographical vo­ 
cabulary a name so preferred by the old 
pioneer. 
The surface of this county is generally 
level, a section along the eastern side rising 
into low hills and rolling prairies. 
Along 
the east side of the Sacramento river ex­ 
tends a belt of tule land, which, toward the 
southern boundary of the countj, expands 
to a width of 
fifteen miles ’ Scattered 
sparsely over the country is a growth of 
oaks—the trees on the low hills small and 
scrubby, on the plains uiost'y of large size. 
Sycamore and cottonwood are found along 
the rivers and watercourses, there being no 
timber suitable for making lumber. Acioss 
the county in a southwesterly course flow 
the American river in the center and the 
Cosumnes river towards its southern bor­ 
der. 
Dry creek, running parallel with the 
Cosumnes, separates this county from San 
Joaquin couutv. 


m in e s a n d 
m i n e r a l s . 
In the early days of mining a great deal 
of gold dust was taken from the placers in 
this county—Mormon Island, Michigan Bar 
and several other localities having afforded 
good diggings of this kind. 
In the low 
nills on the east a considerable extent of 
shallow placers have also been worked, 
some of these until quite recently. 
The most of the gold now produced in 
Sacramento is taken out in the vicinity of 
Fol-oni, chiefly along Alder Gulch, by the 
Portuguese and Chinamen. 
The deep de­ 
posits are worked by shafts and drifting, 
the shallow by hand sluicing in the drv 
season and ground sluicing in the wet, 
when there is free water. There are gold- 
bearing quartz veins in the east-lying hills, 
but they are mostly small, and have been 
but littie worked. 
Iu these hills occurs a 
belt of serpentine containing chromic iron 
in small bunches and pockets. 


GRANITE. 
In the neighborhood of Folsom occurs an 
extensive bed of excellent granite, which 
for many years has been largely worked. 
At the quarry of David Blower, two 
miles east of Folsom, opened ten years ago, 
there is exposed a thirty-foot face, twenty- 
feet above and ten below the surface. 
About fifteen tons of roughly dressed stone 
are shipped from this quarry weekly, the 
most of it being used tor cemetery work 
and street curbs. Thirteen men are em­ 
ployed here at wages ranging from $2 50 
to $4 per day. 
In the quariy on 
the State 
Prison 
grounds at Folsom, a large force of con­ 
victs are employed getting out stone for the 
dam being built by the State on the Amer­ 
ican river. 
Most of the cobblestones used for paving 
the streets of San Francisco were taken 
from the banks of the American river, in 
the vicinity of Folsom. 
At Michigan Bar, on the Cosumnes river, 
occurs an extensive bed of potter’s clay. 
Being a good article, and easily obtained, 
large quantities of this clay are taken out 
and snipped to the potteries at Sacra­ 
mento, San Francisco, and elsewhere in 
the State. 
Great quantities of bricks are 
made from the more common clays found 
abundantly in this county.

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LEGISLATIVE WORK. 


THE HOPPER FILLED WITH BILLS 


READY FOR GRINDING. 


S o m e o f (h e M o st Im p o r t a n t M e a s ­ 
u r e s In t r o d u c e d a n d W h a t 
T h e y M e a n . 


Saturday wag a dull day around th e legisla­ 
tive halls, as upou the adjournm ent on Friday a 
large percentage of the m em bers of both houses 
eith er started for hom e to spend Sunday or went 
to San Francisco, where Christopher Buckley 
h ad gone on the day previous. It was generally 
understood th at while an avalanche of bills had 
been precipitated upon the Senate on Thursday 
and Friday, there were still a num ber oi the 
old iavorites that had been forgotten, and It was 
necessary for m em bers to visit the Bay City and 
get them in shape for introduction this week. 
None of the expected “ cinch " bills have been 
introduced os yet. w ith probably one or two u n ­ 
im portant ex ceptions; but there are plenty of 
indications th a t they w ill be on hand befare 
m any days, 
• 
BOAUD OF HEALTH BILLS 
Among th e most im iiortaut m easures intro­ 
duced so far are the bills introduced on Friday 
by Senator Briceland. It is understood that 
th ey were prepared by the State Board ot H ealth 
and are indorsed by the Secretary, Dr. Tyrrell, 
and by the Board. Senator Briceiaud, who is á 
m< m l« r of the Board, says th at they constitute 
a lom plele system and are the result of careful 
consideration of the subjects treated. One pro- 
vices th at tbe Board ot Supervisors of every 
county m ust appoint in each unincorporated 
city or town of m ore th an 500 neople a Health 
Ofiicer, fix liis com pensation’ aud provide for 
the enforcem ent of the Act. 
If this duty is 
neglected, the District Attorney oi the county 
m ay be directed by the State Board of Health 
to bring suit against the Supervisors or Board of 
Trustees to com pel its perform ance, or they 
m ay appoint the officer or create a Board of 
H ealth them selves, the expenses o f which must 
be paid by the town, or county, if the form er is 
unincorporated. This Act brings the political 
m achinery tor preserving the public health sub 
stsntialiy under the jurisdiction of the State 
Board. One of the other bills provides for the 
appointm e» o f a State Sanitary Inspector and a 
V eterinarian, the form er at 
$ 1,1,00 and the 
latter at 82.000 a year; another m akes willful, 
fatse registrations of births, m arriages or deaths, 
or tne crem ation or interm ent of hum an re­ 
m ains w ithout a perm it, a misdem eanor; an ­ 
oth er m akes it the duty of lo-al Boards, when 
directed by the State Board of H ealth, to order 
school vaccination, the expenses of w hich are 
to be paid from the school funds, and report the 
sam e; another provides com pensation for re­ 
porting marriages, births, deaths, accidents 
etc., which m ust t»e sent to the State Board, 
the object being to correct certain health sta­ 
tistics which are now exasperatm gly incom ­ 
plete; hvother m akes it a m isdem eanor to re­ 
fuse or neglect to;m ske such reports; another 
p ro tib its crem ation without a perm it from the 
proper authority: and 
auother appropriates 
S20.0ÓO to be used by the 
tate Board of H ealth 
and the Governor in preventing the introduc­ 
tion into the State ot contagious aud infectious 
diseases. 
TH E GLENK COVSTY BILL. 
The contest over the division ot Colusa county 
prom ises to be one of the liveliest of the session, 
and n resdy the com endiug factious have com­ 
m enced operations. 
Ex-Senator K. E. Kelly 
is leading the fight for those who favor the di­ 
vision, and lie claim s to feel perfectly sum of 
victor»' this tim e. 
He says th at he is arm ed 
w ith tacts aud figures w hich will appeal irre­ 
sistibly to the judgm ent or fair m inded men. 
am i tí,eretore he apprehends no ditiiculty in 
passing the bi 1, notw ithstanding the fact th at 
h e knows there will be a strenuous opposition, 
lie pa» in charge a petition signed bv hundreds 
of resident» of the territory proposed to b e s e t 
oil, in which num erous argum ents are given 
wiiv Colusa county should be divided. The 
petition recites th at the petitioner» are residents 
and qualified electors oi that portion of Colusa 
county lying north of the to* nship line divid­ 
ing townships 17 und Is. in said Colusa co u n ty 
th at said county contains about 1 700.000 aeres 
of land aud a population ot 17, 00, and is as­ 
sessed for more th an 825,000,030: that tbe county 
seat is located at the town of Colusa, on the

AN “ OLD TIM ER.” 
Among the bi Is introduced on Thursday by 
So; ator Jones, of Butte, was one w ith m e fol­ 
low .ng inncccct title: 
“ An Ac; to provide io$ 
th e paym ent by m unicipalities of claim s arising 
o ut of the im provem ent of s-retts. sidewalks and 
aewers th erein ." 
The Senator slated, when he 
sent the bill to the desk, that it was introduced 
by request and a lew m oments later, when asked 
by a representative of the Recoup-Union w hat 
tS e nature of tne bill was, slated tha- he had 
m-t lead it: th at it had been handed lo him 
w ith the request th at he should introduce it, 
au d th at he had done so w ithout assum ing ifs 
authorship. Une glance at the bill, however, 
revealed au old acquaintance, 
was the bill 
know n lo past Legislatures as the San Francisco 
street contractors' bill, 
it provides th at where- 
ever contracts have been entered iuto and work 
done in any city, city and county or town, where 
the com peu sat ion or lien lias been lost by reason 
o f the error» of the authorities, by reason oi lack 
o f jurisdiction or through any decision of the 
suprem e Court, such contractor, his heirs or as­ 
sign» 
may com m ence suit against the city, 
city or county, or town. The passage of the bill 
would reopen all the alleged fraudulent claim s 
lor street w ork in San Francisco as far track as 
1864 and place th a t city in danger of being com­ 
pelled to pay between $2.000,000 and *3,000,000. 


SAN FRANCISCO W ATER FRONT. 
Two bilis introduced by Senator Murphy are 
o f great im portance, not ouly to the people of 
Sau Francisco, but of the eulfre State. The first 
an thorites the construction of a line of railroad 
around the city front of San Frauci»co, to be 
controlled by the Stale Board of H arbor Com­ 
missioners. and has the sanction ot the C ham ­ 
ber of Commerce. It reads as follows: 
“ Section 1. The Board of State Harbor Com­ 
m issioners is hereby authorized to construct 
ra i.roads over any state laud or lan is w ithin its 
jurisdiction aud coutrol 
along 
the 
water 
front of the city and county of san F ran ­ 
cisco. The Board of state H arbor Commis­ 
sioners shell have the power aud it shall 
be its duty to adopt such rtgu atiotis as it 
shall deem proper, lrom 
tim e to time, to 
secure to any ana all railroad com panies now or 
hereafter receiving or delivering freignt and 
P 
assengers w ithin the city and county of San 
raucisco, on equal term s, the right to use tne 
railroad so constructed for the tran.»iH>rtotiou of 
th eir engines, trains and cars upou such term s of 
pavm eut to the Board of State Harbor Commis­ 
sioners for the State of California, aud under 
such restrictions os the said Beard snail deem 
jus:. 
The said Board will also have th e power, 
and it sh»!i be its duty, from tim e to tim e, as 
occasion i here to ri may arise. t> adopt just and 
reasonable regulation» to prevent the pissage of 
engines, trains or cars over said road across tne 
streets of th e city and coum y of sau Fiaueiseo 
at such hours and in such m anner as m ay not 
Interiore with the safe and convenient use o: said 
street». 
Upon ttie aooptiou of any regulation or 
am endm ent thereof uuder this »e tiou. a copy 
shall be im m ediately furnished by the sa.d 
Board to ail persons, com panies and corpora­ 
tions using said railroad." 
The other bill authorizes the H arbor Commis­ 
sioners to lease the w atei-front lots to responsi­ 
ble persons or corporations for periods of not 
m ore than three years and for such term inal, 
com m ercial or m auu'acturiug use» an t upou 
CU'ii term s and restrictions a s ; lie tiourdm Q/*r - 
v;dc 
It is enacted tua-, there shall be piew rved 
for linio i railw ay depot purposes two re»erv»- 
tio u s or lots, one north aud one south ot the 
term ination of M arket street, w hich m ay oe 
leased ouiy from year lo year until they are 


leased for union railw ay depot purpose». T he I 
leases to b e ra lid m ust Ire agreed to by all the 
m em bers of the Board, and then can be let only 
to the highest bidders. 
The proposals m ust 
specify th e purposes for w hich th e prem ises are 
to be used. 


OTHER IMPORTANT MEASURES. 
Senator Wilson has introduced tbe bill recom ­ 
m ended by Governor W aterm an, providing th at 
three Trustees of tbe State L ibrary shall be ap­ 
pointed by the Governor, instead of th e five, 
th at are now elected by the Legislature. The 
bill is to take effect im m ediately, and if passed 
w ould probably legislate L ibrarian W allace out 
of office at once. 
Senator Greely has introduced the bill asked 
for by the northern sheepm en, providing that 
Supervisors shall not levy a license tax on sheep 
exceeding one cent per head and on cattle and 
horses not exceeding ten cent». 
Senator W hite’s bill am endatory of Section 
172 of the Civil Code, provides that w hile the 
husband m ay control the com m unity property 
he cannot m ake a gift of such property nor con­ 
vey it without consideration, except the wife 
consents in writing. 
The constitutional am endm ent introduced by 
Senator Britt provides th at no person shall be 
assessed except he or she owns m ore th an *500 
w orth of property. 
Senator W hite has already introduced some 
very im portant bills w hich have gone to the I 
Judiciary Committee. One provides that blank 
books be printed at the state Printing Oflice for 
the use of the Recorders of the various c -u n ­ 
ties, in w hich to record deeds, the object being 
to reduce the expense. The blanks would have 
printed upon them the regular form ula, and all 
th at would be necessary to write iu would be 
the nam es and description of the property. 
The average expense of recording a deed would 
then be about tw enty five cents instead of two 
dollars. 
Three other bills am end the laws on 
education so as to m ake them of some effect. 
As they are now they are practically a dead 
letter 
The bill providing for law libraries in 
the various counties is also an im portant one to 
all parts of the State except San Francisco and 
Sacram ento. It i rovides th at a sm all portion of 
tbe costs in cases be set aside for the purchase 
of law books for the use of the Judges, bar and 
publie. 
NOTES. 
The Senate Judiciary Committee w ill get to 
work at once, aud it is expected there w ili be a 
good tile to work on w ithin a day or two. The 
work of the Senate so far this session is far 
ahead of the Asstm bly, w hich is a reversal of 
the general rule. 
The question of who w ill be on the various 
com m ittees has been the leading one ior the 
past few days. President pro tern. W hite posi­ 
tively declines to give any intim ation on the 
subject uutil he m akes all of the announce­ 
m ents this afternoon. Various guesses have been 
m ade and published, but Mr. W hite says they 
are all absolutely w ithout intim ation from him , 
and most of them very wild 
The following
